Math Society Learns How 
To Keep to Narrow Path

A survey of the medical services 
that arc available in Jamaica to- 
day and a review of the improve- 
ments In service that have come 
about in the last 200 years were 
outlined at a luncheon meeting of 
the Cosmo Club in the Union yes- 
terday, by Mr. Noel Edwards, In his 
topic: "Medical Services In Jam- 
aica." ■ • \ 

"In the eighteenth centùry med- 
ical facilities on the island were 
very poor. Smallpox, typhoid, and 
yellow fever epidemics were prev- 
alent and the death rate was fan- 
tastic", said Edwards. , He added 
that the situation was worsened 
with the abolition of slavery In the 
late ISaO's when doctors at the 
plantations could no longer obtain 
employment and dropped In num- 
ber from 200 to 50 within 30 yean 
Tills according to Mr. Edwards was 
because the government .had not 
made . adequate arrangements, for 
the absorbing of the doctors or the 
labour force after the abolition of 
slavery. 

He referred to the first attempt 
to organize the medical profersion 
on the island in IB68 when IS Dis- 
trict Medical Officers were ap- 
pointed. . r - >; - , 

A second period of advancement 
began when doctors, working with 
the Rockefeller Research Founda- 
tion, started research on hookworm 
in 1825. The disease was quite pre-' 
valent in thc'Wcst Indies, and yet 
was not found to be difficult to 



cure, It was noted. Under the con- 
iatntied sponsorship of the Foun- 
dation research 'was begun on sucii 
diseases as' yaws and yellow fev- 
er. 

Public health work, such as 
dental clinics and school hygiene, 
was also underway by the mid 
twenties. ' . ' 

According to recent figures. It 
was noted, there arc but 225 doc< 
tn>;5 in Jamaica to attend to. a pop 
ulBtlon^ofj^,jH)0,000, an estimated 
70 pcr.'cent "of^which is suffering 
from malnutrition. Edwards point 
cd out that an extremely large la 
for force, i'n Jamaica totalling close 
to 70 per cent of the population," is 
required where there Is a mono 
culture, such , as , sugar, and that 
wages are therefore extremely low. 

He further discussed the need 
for preventative medicine on the 
Island, for ' more 'and better large 
hospitals,, and for more persons 
trained for medical work. 

He described the present "semi- 
socialized" medicine of Jamaica, 
the public health work and the 
services that are .available. He 
also told of the Govcrnment-spon 
sored Uniyeralty^ot^^thc^JVcs In 
dies that waT'cHaUlshTdnlrrJamal- 
ca in 194R to further the training 
of medical personnel for Ihc com- 
munity. He expressed His belief that 
training In agriculture ad the so- 
cial sciences would also be of great 
benefit to the island.

Throne. Speech Warns; 
Of Domèistfic Sacrifices 



For Canadians, the. centre : of 
world activities turned to Ottawa 
where Parliament began what .the 
Throne Speech termed the' first of 
no more "business-as-usual" ses- 
sions. 

The Speech from the. Throne, 
herald and .voice of the cabinet, 
Indicated that ■acrltlees required 
to meet the emergency will touch 
nearly every home. However, 
Labor Minister Gregg said yes- 
terday that the world outlook 
does not call for the compulsory 
direction of manpower In Can- 
ada. Also foresliadowed in the 
Speech was a crackdown oo sub- 
versive actlvjtles by tlifbter legis- 
lation. , 
The new measures would give 
Ihe Government more effective 
powers by more clearly defining 
Ihe offences for which the rights 



of citizenship may be revoked. 
' An Asian-Arab bloc together 
with Soviet delegates succeeded 
In postponing ihe vote nn Ihe 
United Slatex' motion to brand ' 
Red' China an aticressor. Warrrn 
Austin,, ranking U.S.- delegate, 
argued bitterly against the delay, 
.on the ' motion '^jyhich .Vonly • Mont 
day received Briiilsh^and' French' 
support. 

Oriying .six miles through heavy 
resistance, the allied troops in 
Korea bumped into what seemei) 
the long-sought enemy line. Enemy 
resistance stiffened as allied troops 
advanced north, on , Séoul and 
seemed strohgèst iat,Suwon, 17 miles 
soutii of SeoulP'riils " was the sixth 
day of the allied push and the 
largest number of casualties were 
suffered by the allies since the ad- 
vance began.

It was based on the fact 
that . a gyroscope, when freely 
mounted, will orientate itself in a 
north-south direction due .'tbythc 
forces (of the magnitude of one- 
tliii'd ounce) that act on It because 
of. the rotation of the earth. He 
said -that if the torques were'-mea- 
surcd..- when the gyroscope was 
'mounted in two specified positions 
then it would be possible, by means 
of a mathematical relationship 
which he hud derived, to determine 
the ..latitude and. the. velocity in an 
east-west direction. On questioning 
he said that he. believed that the 
prohibitive ' cost of the equipment 
involved makes it unlikely that the 
theory, \yould ,l?e put .into; practical 
use at;ihl^'prcsënt|timiË^rr .

"Evolution is only the 'how' of 
man's existence, it Is not the 'why' 
of it," said Father Lionel Stanford 
in an address to the Newman club 
in the; Union last nigtft. - He went 
on to show how the various theor- 
ies of the sciences did not provide 
an ade'quatc' explanation •for.'.exist- 
cnce'and'thatnnly creation explains 
it -conclusively. 

The popular theory of Darwinism 
sjates tliat. the fittest survive 
through haturai selection. This Is 
base(i on an' earlier 'disc'ovcry that 
there Is a succession of life. The 
earlier strata of the earth's surface 
contains fossils of the lowest forms 
of life, and the upper layers the 
more complex forms. So there must 
have .been a succession of increas- 
ingly complex species, . but while 
evolution necessarily presupposes 
succession It does not necessarily 
follow logically ; that succession 
means evolution. 

'Darwinism Is not a scientific 
conclusion, it is a philosophy." said 
Father Stanford, "it is based on de- 
duction rather than. induction."

In Elijah's Chariot 

By Andrew Engel 

One of the most Intense poets of the turn of the century could not 
and will not repch the world: There is no one to translate the Hung- 
arian Endre Ady. Hostile critics assert that his brief existence was a 
continuous pursuit of pleasure. Granted — for pleasure Is a relative 
concept; but Ady's' life was not a Wildean walk on the primrose path, 
to thé .lound of flutes: It was an immersion Into all the fountain of 
life; at times penance and loneliness again and. again relieved by prod- 
Igous bursts of lyrical ci-catlveness. 

His father was a scion of the old country gentry; his mother came 
from a line of Calvlnlst ministers. His homc,distrlcl was where the 
corn^Jaden lowlands bow before the snow-capped "Transylvanlan 
heights. Ady proved himself a brilliant student at a Calvlnlst .College 
of immense traditions, and also later when he took up law. 1000 found 
him a Byroncsque bon vivant and the editor of a provinclaKnewspaper. 
The curtain ran up three years later when he was Iiired ïnta^affi by 
'l^ÇdaY lhe pretty wife of a commercially, but not otherwise successful, 
thérchaîit. 

in Paris he absorbed the spirit of B.-iudclalre. NImbaud and Ver- 
laine, and his own faculties became excited. But he also drank the 
c^ip of his youth to Its bitter last drop. Burdened with a sense of guilt 
he returned to Budapest in 1006 to write poetry that was'firc and flame 
alike, and to dissipate his energies in senseless Indulgences. He felt 
and wrote: "The Lord takes Elijah-like whom he punishes much or 
loves." Three main themes pmerge from the lines of his "dceas mirab- 
ilis et finalis", the fear of death, a sense of God and lastly, a lyrical 
theme which carried all the warmth and grasp of life still at his com- 
mand. 

This last vein is epitomized by "Autumn Came Into Paris"; 
Yes, Autumn came into Paris yesterday 
And flew along Boulevard Sainl'-iMichcl 
There, In silent heat, soft beneath the leaves, 
She met ^nd hali'd mc .well. 

I had been strolling toward the slumbering Seine 
And in my heart burned tiny twigs of song: 
' Smoky and strange, sad and then purple-hued; 
Nigh dead, I walk'd along. ■ i 

ThPii anlumn understood and whispered low; 
• Salnt-Mlchcra ro^d grew tremulous and grey; 
^ . . - Jesting leaves cried out all along the street 
And fluttcr'd in dismay. 

One moment: then the Summer shone again 
And taughing Autumn left on tripping Ine; < 
And 1 alone, beneath the whisperjng leaves, 
Beheld her come and go. . 
Hé never labored at images; he had a capacity for deep and power- 
ful symbolism, such as wc find in "At the Foot of Zion:" 

With uncouth, white godlike beard 

Ragged and cold, there ran 

My Lord, in the long forgotten 

Damp, blind dawn of autumn 

Somewhere below the MoUnt of Zion. 

His coat was a bell 
Mended with red letters. 
He was ragged and shabby, the old Gpd 
. He blew and whirled the fog. 
For Tc Dcum he called. 

My tremulous hands have held the lamp 

And In my torn soul^theiCreed 

And in my mind thctaSpa^- ' 

When I felt the whiff of God 

And then did search for him about. 
The subsequent stanzas tell that this Is a dream of that something 
which comes after death. The narrators wish for absolution cannot be 
satisfiéd because he ^cannot utter the prayer of his childhood: 

"If I but knew your splendid name". 
, He paused and paused and then went up. 

He left and each of his stcp^ was a beat of psalm. 

Psalm for the dead. And there I wait, since that dawn 

Weeping at the fool of Zion. 
The fear of death haunted his lines and Intruded itself into their 
imagery. Large locomotive- wheels running at high speed on icy rails, 
red boats floating Into engulfing mists or troops mounted on stallions, 
galloping on nioonllt roads, are parts of his last visions: 

Swift on the white moonlit road. 

Whene'er the sky shîphcrds' chill ^reath 

la chasing the cloud herds along 

Towards us, still towards us, unshod 

There gallop ihe horses of death. 

Whence they come no one can guess 

AH the world's asleep: 

They slacken the stirrup and stop 

But ever oné riderless horse. 

One ownerless 'saddle they keep. 

And before whose doorstep they stop, 
Grows pallid and moiints In a breath; 
• And then along the white road. 
In inoonlight, for ever new riders, 
There gallop ihc horses of death. 
By 1910 the candle burned low. Revolutions were to sweep the 
continent from the East to the West. Spared of these, Endré Ady, one 
who drank deep of the bitter-sweet corrosive waters at thé age, died 
of Leda'i only enduring gift, venereal disease; In one of his last poems, 
"Prayer after Çonf|ie't", this saddest of all Zarathustras, wrote iii pain: 
' Running two feet of mine 
To knee in blood have tread, 
And behold, O Lord, I have no feet 
But a knee, a knee only left. 
/ . . . 

I fight no more; I have made an end pt love 
. My.^ip if wlth«re4 now;"' 

Dry tiilena are my fingers; Lord, look 4own 
Where atlwar's end I bow. . . 

■ O Lord, regard Thou me, I pray. 
The strife is lost, not won, 
Set Thou Thy peace betwixt Thyself and me, . 
For Peâcê li Thlat alonè, ;

James Bridie — Scotsman 



The new year i.s beginning to 
take Its loll on the world's literary 
figures. Several weeks ago Sin- 
clair Lewis died in Italy, and last 
night James Bridle, Scottish play- 
wright and author, died in an Edin- 
burgh hospital.' 

Born In 18R8 in Glasgow, his 
real name was Osborne Henry 
Mavor. He spent his childhood 
in the country nt East Kilbride, 
but went to school at Glasgow and 
later entered Glasgow University. 
He devoted much time to the univ- 
ersity magazine, sketching profuse- 
ly. While studying medicine, he 
wrote plays for the medical under- 
graduate society. In 1031, he be- 
came a doctor at the Royal ,ln- 
firmary, During the First World 
W.ir he joined the medical corps. 
After the war he became a 
physician in Glasgow, and taught 
at Victoria 'Hospital. Though he 
built up a° successful practice, he 
was resiles' and discontented with 
a doctor's routine. 

In the late years of the I020's, 
James Bridie joined the bn.-ird of 
the Scolli.sli N.itionai Theatre 



Society and wrote his first play, 
"Sunlight Sonata." "The Anatom-* 
tst," produced fn 1030 was his first^ 
great success. 

I'he latter part of his life, hi' 
devoted to his writing, amassing ag- 
iotai of thirty plays In addition to 
essayai' children's books, and two, 
bibliographies. His contribution to 
Scottish literature was truly great.*

The succc.'s of any intrdmural pro- 
gram depends onl^^^julo heart- 
ed co-opcratlon of manT. whether 
they be members of commitlccs, 
team managers, officials or parti- 
cipants.

Among the people queried about 
this question Is Vic Check, direc- 
tor of Athletles at McGill, who al- 
so doubles a.s head grid coach. Ht 
believed such a post icaKin series 
would be a fine thing for football 
In this country. "I believe that a 
National final between the. colleges 
and the O.R.F.U. could' be, arrang 
cd. It would add considerable m 
terest for players in both leagues, 
,Avho I think are much "on~a "par 
and have little right in trying to 
stack up agaist the bigger squads." 

Obeck also pointed out that more 
and more college players are now 
moving to the O.R.F.U. after gfiadr 
uatlon. and said it would give the 
Ontario Union a belter chance to 
improve their status and also perk 
up interest in the minor leagues.
